ney and a municipal judge. 


Indictments are not convictions but 


they are solemn charges thrashed out be- 
fore 17 presumably impartial citizens and 
returned by them after an actual exam- 
ination of the witnesses. 


Gambling and the other vices that run 


in harness with it if permitted a little 
rope almost always go about the same 
route. 
That route involves corruption. 


The corruption may take the form of out- 
right bribery or the softer method of do- 
ing favors or exhibiting influence whether 
in elections or otherwise. 


Then comes the time when the com- 


munity considers the point of satiety 
reached. The grand jury is the doctor. 
Indictments constitute the medicine, bitter 
sometimes and leaving a taste that may 
remain for a lifetime. 


It is interesting to note that one of the 


Indictments at Waukesha against the sher- 
iff appears from newspaper accounts to be 
predicated upon the notion that a sheriff 
cannot stay in that commodious chair in 
his office while the laws are being broken 
all over the county and wait for some- 
one to bring him the prisoners. The spe- 


. rial prosecutor at Waukesha calls the of- 


fense "malfeasance in office," or in more 
ordinary language, "neglecting and refus- 
ing to make proper efforts to stop gam- 
bling in the county." 


Those Waukesha indictments will be 


taken as warnings by public officials all 
over Wisconsin who are wise to the way 
the wind is blowing.

FARMER DEMPSEY ON THE 


WAGE-HOUR BILL 


State Senator Dempsey in a published 


communication written from his home at 
Hartland, Wisconsin, calls attention to the 
wage and hour bill which he says is being 
forced through congress. Senator Demp- 
sey cannot understand how this measure 
will adequately "increase employment and 
create 
purchasing 
power," 
which 
is 


claimed for it, so long as it excludes the 
farmer, his hired man and all domestic 
help from its alleged beneficial effects. 


The Senator lays bare the thin veneer 


of sophistry which hangs over this bill 
when he says that if a 40-hour week with 
40-cent minimum wage for certain classes 
of labor will create employment and pur- 
chasing power much more employment 
and purchasing power would be created 
if farmers, farm help and domestic or 
household help were included. The sena- 
tor continues: 


"\Ve would hire one or two more 


men on every farm. If we paid 40 
cents an hour for 8 hours for 5 days 
we would have to get a much higher 
price for our products. And would 
not a higher price for our products 
give us greater 
purchasing power? 


With an 8-hour shift or a 40-hour week 
we would need at least 10 million 
more men on our farms." 
Thus by carrying the alleged "logic" 


of the President's famous proposition to 
what appears to be a logical conclusion we 
have the whole confounded 
depression 


solved and the country, it not the world, 
gay and contented again. 


But Senator Dempsey is a long-headed 


reasoner. He knows there is a whole 
bunch of Abyssinian cannibals dancing 
somewhere in the woodpile and, with the 
accuracy of a Daniel Boone sharpshooter, 
he tells why the farmers are excluded. 
It is "simply because some must work 
and produce to pay the bill of increased 
costs caused by all such crack-pot laws." 


It is a pity that a man like Senator 


Dempsey would write such an able article 
and trip up at the end. 
He concludes 


that this measure "is forced on the Pres- 
ident and congress by organized labor." 
We are afraid the senator still pays fealty 
to the old shibboleth that "the king can 
do no wrong." Whenever his majesty hap- 
pens to make a blunder it is appropriate 
to still praise him but hang his ministers. 


Organized labor has not been forcing 


this measure on congress. The President 
has been forcing it on organized labor. 
AFL leaders know that it is a blunder and 
have so declared. But CIO leaders es- 
poused the cause as a good argument to 
put AFL in a bad boat before the labor- 
ing man, whereupon, making some chang- 
es, AFL supported the puny and misshap- 
en brat. 


No one is to blame for this measure 


but the President. It is on a par in intel- 
ligence with his embracement of Kluxer 
Black, his insistence on the Job Destruc- 
tion Tax, his Chicago War speech, and his 
promise that "when we make an error we 
will be the first to admit it."

For Methodistism has done a man's 


share in the attempt to make Christianity 
blossom into something more than a sick- 
ly desert flower. It has nursed the sick 
and sought out the unfortunate. It has 
helped the poverty-stricken and taught the 
illiterate. It has fought vice and corrup- 
tion in the open. It lias built colleges and 
hospitals. It has taught patriotism and 
patience. 


It has the proud duty of publicly cele- 


brating its anniversary if for no other pur- 
pose than to present to those who are out- 
side its precincts its splendid attainments.
